The day was paHHed in debating 
the proposed Roach investigation. Un- 
laM the plaoa of the leadertfof both 
pMrties mtscahry, today will Me th* aet* 
don end. 

In the executive session yesterday 
afternoou just before adjournment a 
tacit agreement Wiis entered into be- 
Mreen tne Repablicans and Democrats 
tliat today there should be a vote on 
the resolution proposing an InTeitim* 
tion of Senator Roach s career. Tm 
calendar cleared of the nominatioiUI, 
and that a oommittou should notify the 
presiient the senate would a^ljuurn an- 
less he desired it to remain in session 
longer. It is understood that the Dem 
ocrats will vote down the proposed in 
vestigation of Roach, the Kepublicians 
being willing the session should close 
without an investigation if the Demo* 
crats will go on record to that effect. 

When the senate met yesterday Mr. 
Chandler (Rep., N. H.) nad obtained 
Thursday unanimous consent ttiat he 
should address the senate yesterday in 
support of that resolution, and hedii 
so, at much length, l ut all the point 
and interest was at iMice taken out of 
bis speech by Mr. li(>:ich rising, as soon 
a»the journal was read, and expressing 
his entire willingness and desir..> to 
have the investigation made, and had 
only refrained from proposing it on ad' 
vice of his Democratic colleague. 

Mr. Chandler was replied to by Mr 
Voorhees (Dem., Ind.)and at the close 
.of his speech, Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.) 
moved to lay t! ■ resolution and the 
amendment on i ' table; and only 
withdrew that uiotion because it was 
undelKital)]'; an.l Mr. Piatt (Rep. 
Conn.) desired to reply to i^Ir. Voor 
hees. 

An effort was made by Mr. Hoar 
(Rep., Mass.) to have a time fixed at the 
present session for taking the v(itn on 
the aduiis.siou of the three senators ap 
pointed by the governors of the states 
of Montana, Washington and Wyoming; 
but objection came from Deiaoeratic 
senators, who s;;id, however, tliat tliey 
would confer upon it. The reholutions 
for the investigation of the claim of 
Mr. Ady to a seat in the senate for the 
state of Kansas, and fur an inquiry in- 
to the conditions of tlie territories of 
Arixona, New Mexico. Utali and Okla- 
homa, heretofore olTered, were taken 
HP ana ag reed to.

Brcssels, April 1.5.— The distarb- 
anoes growing ont of the universal suf- 
frage agitatioB la hourly becoming more 
serious. The police inade a Tain at- 
tempt yesterday evenins to disperse an 
enormoUB crowd outside the People's 
hall. The crowd resisted and many 
workingmen were wounded. Great 
crowds afterward gathered in various 
parts of the city. Tradesman became 
panic-stricken and closed their ahops. 

Moonted gendarmes made repeated 
chargw on crowds in front of the town 
hall and old Com Exchange. Many 
persona were seriously injured by being 
trampled tipon by horses. 

A mob in the Kne de la Violette ex- 
tinguished all the street lamps and at- 
tacked the police in the dark. A num- 
ber of shot! were exchanged and some 
blood was shed. 

Several newspapers have been com- 
pelled to suspend publication because 
their compositors have joined the 
strikers. Most of the theaters have 
closed. The entire civic guard has been 
order under arms and the re|f ular troops 
are confined to the barracks m readiness 
for an emergency. 

A feeling of dread prevails. It is 
•omewhat lessened, howcTer. by the be- 
lief that rioters would have no chance 
aninst an armed force. 

jReports of disorder continue to come 
in from the provinces. A veritable bat- 
tle was fought in Louvan yesterday. 
The gendarmes became powerless to 
cope with the strikers, and the aathori- 
ities had to call on the troopa to pre- 
serve order. 

The Knights of Labor of Charleroi» 
have ordered an immediate general 
strike. 

A desperate encounter took place last 
night between strikers and the police at 
Wasmuel, near Mens. Twenty-seven 
of the strikers were arrested. 

During the rioting in one of the 
streets of this city last night the occu- 
pants of a certain wine shop pelted the 
gendarmes with wino glasses and bot 
ties. A detachment of tliu gendarmes 
ordered to arrest the inni.ites forced an 
entrance into the shop dealing out 
blows indiscriminately with their ri.'les 
while other gendarmes stood at the door 
and struck with their swords those who 
tried to escape. Manv of the inmates 
recflived serious woundst and nine were 
taken to a hospital. ' 

R AINMAKIN G. 

Aunttaer Claimant For the Honor of Brine- 

liijf Water From thn Sklea. 

T<jrKKA. April 1.').— A. B. Montgom 
cry, president of the (iooiilau'l Uain 
making company, has forwarded pap'-rs 
to Washington, asking . for a patent on 
his system of raiumaking. This com- 
nany claims to have disdivered Frank 
Alelbonrne'a secret, and advertise that 
they use it to produce rainfall. Two 
years ago, when Melbourne was making 
a test at Goodland, in northwestern 
Kansas, parties broke into his room and 
took the chemicals which he is supposed 
to have used, and since that time more 
than a dozen rainniaking companies 
have been orgnnixed, claiming to have 
the secret for making rain. Already 
Montgomery is contracting with fann 
ers in many of the counties in western 
Kansas, chai^ring on an average |l,ouo 
per county. Xast year some of th so 
companies made a great deal of money 
out of the rainmaking business, but in 
no case would they allow the farm rs 
to fix the time for making rain. This 
created much dissatislaction. btuI a 
suspicion that tliey were (lui)ini,' the 
peojjle. It is now alltM;r(l t!iat they are 
governed eJitirely by till' liicilictiuns of 
Professor Hicks of .St. i.o\iis an<l Pro- 
fessor Foster of St. Josejih. When a 
call is made for rain the rainmakers 
consult their dates accordingly, allo-v- 
ing three days o' grace in which to 
change the atmof phere with their che n- 
icals, which they send up into the heav- 
ens through a stovepipe thrust through 
the roof of a small board shanty. 

MEXICAN EXPOR T DUTY. 

Thar* Is Pepator bisapproVal aad tii« 
Bill Will Ba Chansad. 

City op Mkxico, April l.'i.— The orig- 
inal bill prc^t nted to congress last week 
imposing e.\pt)rt duties on coffee, glides, 
skins, ore atid henequen, is not to lie- 
come a law. It has met with such re- 
monstrance and di.sap!iroval from *he 
progressive element of Mexico, who aro 
interested in building up trade with the 
United States and otner countries, tl-at 
the ways and ibeans committee of the 
chamber of deputies has withdrawn it 
for the purpose of amending it. 

The withdrawal of the hill in not sup- 
posed to mean that it is to be so com- 
pletely transformed as to change the 
character of the duty to be imposed, 
but it is said that when returned to tne 
chamber it will have aatomad a more 
scientific form. ...... 

It is asserted by those opposed to the 
bill that it is possible to devise an Im- 
portation tariff which will very ma- 
terially increase the government's reve- 
nues, and that such changes should )e 
made in the importation duties as to 
render the raising of revenue Vf izport 
duties wholly unne cessary.

Company's weekly review of trade says. 

Railroads liave felt the effects of a long 
and severe winter, and now have a be- 
lated and irregular spring to retard 
movements of merchandise. Labor con- 
troversies cause less disturbance but 
still some apprehension. In the great 
industries there is evidence that the 
volume of business is quite well main- 
tamed for the season, but not so much 
f vidence of Its continuaiu e. 

The iron output in April so far was 
176,0:^3 tons weekly, against 176,V78 last 
month and 18-"), 402 a year ago, but 
stocks were reduced during the month 
at the rate of 14,.')00 tons weekly, so that 
actnkl cbnsumption nppear.s l.irger than 
a year atjo. Pigiron is steady, though 
Bessemer is rather weaker, (dpper is 
also a shade lower. Coal has a stronger 
look, though the cnitput for the year 
is nearly 900,000 tons greater than last 
year. 

The movement of wool is small and 
falls below laf t year'H, with uncertaintv 
about future pii< r>^. but mills are well 
employed as > ct. 1 r.ide in cotton goods 
was rather di.sapp«iiuting in April. So 
far the i)oot and slioe trade is somewhat 
unsettled aa to the advance of 2 1-2 to 
!) cents, which some manufacturers ob 
tain, but May buyers refuse. The 
shi])ment8 continne mnoh the largest 
ever known. 

In Q)eculative markets cotton is a 
quarter cent lower, tlio jiressure of 
enormous slocks here an 1 <:la-(jad beinK 
felt as should havo been expected', 
while reports of increased acreage 
come froia the south. 

At Bo-i. n ti'aile is satisfactory in 
most liiae!- with cotton and woolen 
mills busy, orders for shoes slow at 
present, and rubber goods less active. 

At Philadelphia hardware is(iuit'j ac- 
tive; outside orders for dry goods are 
disappointing, and other wades are 
dull. 

At Baltimore dry goods and clotliing 
are active. ;ind cloaUings and sliirts 
especmlly. v 
' Tne outlook fur iron at Pittsburg is 
not so bright, bnt the glaes trade fairly 

good. 

Trade at Clevelimd is good, in mann* 

facture(' iron ijuite large. , 

At Cincinnati foundries are active 
and trade in woo<lworking machinery 
is increa'^ing. 

Spring trf'de opeus briskly at Indian- 
apolis, and ousiness is good at Detroit. 

At Chicago retail trade is heavy, east- 
hound shipments decline with expected 
ojiening of -nivigatiou, and receipts of 
wlieat. cure ! meats and sheep are verv 
large, with heavy decrease in wool, rye, 
barley, lard, flour and cheese. 

At St. Louis free collet-tions in all 
lines are noted, and esj'ecialiy m dry 
go(Kls and ehoes, and the grocery aiul 
clothing tra.le increases. 

At Kansas City trade is gocxl, with 
larive receipts of cattle. 

At iiior>t southern points tr.ade is only 
fair, very qmet at New ( »rK ans. with 
sugar strong and large demand for lum- 
ber atid bnil'iing mat(-rials. 

At nearly all points, both north and 
south, collections ,i'-w rather slow for 
the sea ■ >a. with si<i| what active de- 
m.uiil for money .ii i]io-.t.

A BLOODLESS COUP D'ETAT.

S'ii)i|iort tha Xaw Rnler, 
Br:i uitAiif . April 1.'.— Kin'.; .Vlexan- 
der 1. the youthful ruler of JServia, who 
has heretofore governed the country 
through regents, now rules in his own 
name. It was a bloodless coup d'etat. 

For many months past the situation 
in Servia nas been critical, owing to 
the abuse of their power by the regents 
and state officials. Affairs had become 
f>o bad that the king determined to take 
the reins in his own hands, in accord* 
ance with this determination, plans 
were secretly laid by means of which 
the regents and the ministry would be 
ousted witiiont opportunity for opposi- 
tion. 

Unsuspectingly the regents and cab- 
inet ministers responded to an invita- 
tion to dine in the old palace. When 
they were seated atdinner. at which the 
king presided, and after the third course 
the King rose and said to the regents: 
Gentlemen, for four years you. in my 
name, have administered the kingly 
power. I thank you heartily for the 
trouble you have taken. I feel able to 
administer the power myself, and will 
e.xercise it from this moment. Ibegyou, 
therefore, immediately to hand me your 
resignations." 

M. I'tistica teplied that he could not 
and would not comply with the king's 
request, which was contrary to tlie con- 
atitution. 

The king thereupon left tho room and 
jent an aide-de-camp to demand Jthe 
resignations of the ministers, .Vs tlicy 
all remained obdurate he ordered thorn 
to leave the old palace and go to the 
new one to pass the night. In the 
morning they were conveyed to their 
residences under guard. 

The king ba.^ issued a decree dissolv- 
Ing the skupshina and writs for new 
elections ha''e been sent to the various 
constituencies. This latter fact shows 
•that the preiiarations for the coup d' 
etat must have been completed some 
time ago The new elections will be 
held Apiil 30. 

At 1 1 o'clock next morning, the king, 
accompanied by many military and state 
olticials. went ^to the cathedral where 
a "Te Deum" was sung in celebration 
of his majesty's accession to the throne. 
As tho royj I party were proceeding to 
the cathedral a salute of 101 guns was 
fired from the ramparts. 

Last night the king's assumption of 
power was celebrated with a torchlight 
procession and general illuminations. 

King All xander proclaimed that he 
had attained his majority, but, as a 
matter of fact, the king had not at- 
tained his majority. According to the 
Servian law he does not become of age 
until he is 18 years old. and as he was 
born Aug. 14, If^TO. he will not be 18 for 
considerably over a year 

So far. the act of AU xand( r appears 
to mi et wit'n the apju-oval ol the popu- 
lace. The shojjs are closed in lionor of 
tho event and the street.^ are thronged 
with people discussing tho situation. 

The course taken by the young King 
Alexander will generally be c.ttrihuted 
to the influence of his father and 
mother. ex-King Milan and C^ueen Na- 
talie, who have recently be ■n reconciled 
after many years of discoid.

The last meeting of the association was 

presi(U'<l over by Pfesideni Berry, with 
Martin .McKnight as temporary Secre- 
tary. 

■Miss 'Jordon reail an e.xceedingly in- 
structive paper on " The Teacher in the 
Public Schools ."The paper gave evidence 
of much thouKht and study. It ought to 
he published, so that it may be preserved 
in permanent form. The idea which Mr. 
J. W. Asbury, President Berry antl Pro- 
fessor Rowland caught from the paper was 
that the essential in the public school 
teacher was " character building." 

The question, "Should Pupils be Kept 
in .\ft(>r Scli.)iil Hours?" was discussed 
in the atiirmative by Professor Swift. His 
first point was the " Justice of the pun- 
ishment;" the second point " the appro- 
priateness," the third point was that 
'the panishment follows the natural 
law of the business world," as it requires 
the pupil to make up the deficiency of 
the work in school hours. The next point 
was that this punishment Iceeps the pupil 
up with his classes, and the pupil must 
be persuaded that it is inflicted for his 
good. The next point is that keeping in 
is a stimulus to success. The experience 
of others conririuH the Mi.sdoin of keep- 
ing in and this punishment follows strict 
business methods. 

Profef.sor Hayes Thomas then arRiied 
the negative side of the quflfftion. He 
took the ground that the stimulus should 
come before the recitation, not after. 
Professor Thomas denied the efficacy of 
the punishment as to most pupils ; 
the laws of school are differient in their 
nature from those of business, and there- 
fore the latter do not apply. The pun- 
ishment was as hard on the teacher as on 
the pupil. It violates the laws of health 
to keep the child too long at school. 

Professor Swift replied to the argu- 
ments advanced by Professor Thomas. 

At the afternoon se.sfion the dis- 
cussion was continued by Professor 
Thomas, who read from various au- 
thorities in spii]>ort of his position. 
Professor liowlaiid took the same poei- 
tion, namely, that the pupils should not 
be " kept in." He discussed the question 
from a paychologieal standpoint, and 
gave very strong reasons against the cus- 
tom, and supported them by a formida- 
ble list of teachers who ojijiosed the 
practice. 

Professor Asbury rather differed from 
Professor Rowland, and took the ground 
that each case most be decided upon its 
own merits. t 

President Berry closed the debate by a 
resume of the various points made on 
both sides. Like Proiessor Asbury, Pro- 
fessor Berry contended that each case is 
to be determined by the circumstances 
attending it.

Tb« LMiilAtort Fizlnf up a Charter for 
Their OoTcmmeiit-Otlitr Mat- 
ttn of Xattrtft. 



The State Senate bad a quoruiu Thurs- 
day. The charter for the government of 
citiee of the filth class was passed, with 
an amandment providiof for civil Police 
Court sessions once a month. 

The charter for foorth class cities was 
then taken ap as a special order, with the 

Breckinridge suhstittito. Senator I>ow- 
ner'a amendment, providing for the elec- 
tion of electors bjr the people, was de- 
feated; also hia amendment providing 
for the election of oouncilmen from the 
city at large instead of by wards. The 
liquor license was fixed at not less than 
9250 nor more than li'i.uuuwhen drank 
on the premises, and not le||i than |60 
nor more than $250 for drug license. 

The general penitentiary bill was taken 
up by the House, and Mr. Birkhead offered 
an amendment to the committee's amend- 
ment redneingthe appropriation to $160,- 
000. The committee's aini^idment made 
it $300,000. After a sharp debate the 
Bhrkhead amendment was defeated and 
the committee's adopted. The bill wai 
not completed. 

Tl^e Secretary of State baa sent out a 
circular to foreign building and loan 
associations calling their attention to the 
law, which requires them to pay a license 
of $26 before they can operate in this 
State. The same law requires every 
agent of a foreign company to pay a 
license of $25 before conducting business 
in the State. None of the companies 
have complied with the law. mmA are 
liable to indictment, finae, Ae. 

In th^ House Friday Mr. Peak, of 
Trimble, introduced an act which pro- 
vides that it shall l>e the duty of all 
oflBcers having knowledge or information 
of the commission of the ofTense of set- 
ting up or carrying on a keuo bank, faro 
bank, or game of cards or other machine 
or contrivance whereby money or other 
thinga of value may be won or lost, or 
any person aiding or abetting therein to 
immediately arrest, or cause to be arrest- 
ed, Buch persons, and take them before 
the proper tribunal, to be dealt with ac- 
cording to law. Any peace officer failing 
to discharge the dutiea herein impose<l 
shall be deemed (fuilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, shall be lined not 
lea<than$l,000:and confined in the oounty 
jail not less than six nor more than 
twelve months, and shall forfeit, his 
oflBce. 

The errors in the educational bill were 
corrected and the bill passed. 

Speaking of the changes made by the 
Senate in the charter for fourth class (St- 
ies, the ConrierJ"oumal correspondent 
says: "Tlie IukIi license feature of tlie 
fiith-claae charter is also put in this, mak- 
ing the minimum liquor license in all 
fourth-class cities $2"i0, and the maximum 
$1,000, in the discretion of the boards of 
trustees. The Republicans fought hard 

for an amendment re<iuiring trustees to 
be elected from the cities at large, which, 
if adopted, would have thrown Danville, 
Ilopkinsville.Shelbyvilleamliothers l)nck 
into the Imnds of the Kepublicans, but 
they were voted down by a strictly party 
vote. Another amendment requires the 
police or City Judge to be a practicing 
attorney, and still another leaves it dis- 
cretionary with the respective towns 
whether the Mayon shall be elected by 
the people or the trustees."
